DEFEATED. 

The Great Strike is Practically 
Declared Off, 



And the Striking Miners Have Re- 
tired in Good Form.- 



CdUnMI, O., June ft.— The greal 
strike of the miners is practically de- 
clared off, and the miners have retired 
in flood form. The meeting of the na- 
tional executive committee and the 
district presidents, held at the (Irand 
Central Tuesday and Tuesday night, 
resulted in a concensus of adm' 
that the miners will he unable to 
tain the fight. This is the result oi 
the resort in, various localities to mot 
violence, and of the pei 
which the operators have withstood 
the long-continued efforts of the 
to secure an increase of wages. 

There will be a joint meeting of thi 
operators and miners next Saturday, 
when is it believed the strike will bt 
formally declared off. At this meeting 
Ohio, Pennsylvania. Indiana and east- 
ern and southern Illinois will be rcpre 
aentcd, and it is the belief of the oper- 
ators that the miners have virtually 
surrendered their claims, and that the 
•trike is off. 

The strike committee adopted the 
following resolution Bt 10 o'clock Tues- 
day night, after being in executive ses- 
sion since 10 o'clock in the morning: 

Whereas. It is evident that a na- 
tional convention of miners and oper- 
ators can not be had for the purpose of 
effecting a general settlement of the 
present differences over mining rates 
to be paid for the next year. And, 

Whereas, The operators in nearly all 
the districts have expressed willing- 
ness to meet within their respective 
" ' the representatives of 
e purpose of adj ustin g 
an id price; therefore. HOC* 
Resolved, That we, the members of 
the national executive committee and 
the district presidents, to whom was 
delegated the power to act for the min- 
ers by the last convention of United 
Mineworkers of A merits*, declare our 
willingness to meet with the operators 
of the mines In the various districts to 
attempt, and if possible, effect a set- 
tlement of the mining prices. 

Resolved, That the conferences of 
representatives of the miners and oper- 
ators in the different districts be ar- 
ranged for and held not later than 
Saturday. June a 

The resolution was opposed by both 
President Mcltride and Secretary Mc- 
lirvde. inasmuch us they would con- 
sent only to a national settlement of 
the strike.
